andum—whether his action be 
veto or approval. 


Ross would not forecast 
Tru- 


man's action which he timed as 
likely to come tomorrow. How- 
ever, house Democratic leader Mc- 
Cormack (Mass.) has said the 
president will approve the newest 
version of a trimmed-dovvn OPA. 


The president's message, Ross 


added, would be a written one 
and not a speech for radio de- 
livery. (The president spoke on 
the radio when he 
vetoed 
the 


previous OPA bill.) 


Asked whether the president, in 


the event he signs the bill, will 
appoint its price decontrol board 
tomorrow, he said he thought U 
unlikely. 


BUI Moves Slowly 


The senate slowly inched the 


compromise revival bill

the White House. 


Supporters sat back to listen 


while critics recited again their 
record 
of 
dissatisfaction with 


OPA as it was—and as it may be 
—before a vote most members 
doubted would come before night- 
fall.

Hughes "In Pretty 


Good Shape", Rests 


Los Angeles, July 24.—(AP)— 


Two and a half weeks after his 
spectacular crash In an experi- 
mental plane, millionaire Howard 
Hughes is in "pretty good shape, 
his physicians 
say. 


The doctors credit Hughes' ter- 


rific stamina and fighting spirit 
with keeping him alive despite a 
crushed chest, a fractured skull 
and multple, lesser injuries. 


His left lung, which twice has 


been drained of fluid, has begun 
"functioning a little," 
reported 


Dr. Verne Mason, although "he 
certainly cannot be considered out 
of danger until all fluid has been 
removed from the left chest." A 
third tapping of the 
chest 
is 


planned. 


As the 40-year-old plane and 


movie maker fought his way back 
up a long, slow road to recovory. 
the question of responsibility for 
damages in the crash July 7 arose 
to plague his associates. 


When it fell, the plane destroyed 


one expensive Beverly Hills home 
and damaged two others. 


But the Army assumes no fi- 


jiancial responsibility, explaining 
it has not yet accepted the plane, 
and Hughes' legal counsel say 
they are awaiting the industrial- 
ist's recovery before taking any 
action.

Zaccard, in plain clothes ap- 


proached Rayford from behind and 
seized his arms. At the same time 
McGinley jumped forward 
and 


struck Rayford on the head with 
his revolver. The weapon was dis- 
charged, the bullet striking Zac- 
card in the face. 
He died while

Infantile paralysis already has

In Washington, a U. S. Public 


Health Service official who asked 
anonymity said this hope is based 
on the fact that the cases thus far 
this year are scattered among a 
larger number of states than in 
1944. 


And he said the outbreaks in 


those states may well "level off" 
before they reach anything like 
the "explosive" outbreaks that oc- 
curred in a few states in 1944. 
Those states accounted largely for 
the total of 19.029 cases recorded 
that year. 
There were 27,363 


cases reported in 1916, the all- 
time high. 


Up to July 13 this yea.r, there 


were 2,596 cases throughout the 
country reported to the health 
service, compared with 1,752 for 
the similar period of 1944. 


This year's total up to mid-July 


is also the highest for the period 
since 1934 when 2.694 were record- 
ed for the comparable period. 


Eight states have reported to 


the service more than 100 cases 
so far this year, with Texas worst 
affected and listing a total of 391 
up to July 13. 


In addition to Texas, states re- 


porting more than 100 cases to the 
health service up to July 13 in- 
clude Illinois with 102 (32 a year 
ago.) 


In 1944. said the health service, 


the disease was concentrated main- 
ly in North Carolina. Kentucky. 
New York, Illinois and Ohio.

gion into so much dislike becausi 
of their indifference to public con 
venience or necessity, that it has 
taken years of added service anc 
good-will campaigning to regain 
public esteem. 
Those old time 


bankers never did recognize bank- 
ing as a public service but as 
kind of enterprise in which any 
customer who was permitted o 
enter the saci'ed portals, was hav- 
ing a favor conferred upon him 
That conception of banking went 
right out the window after the 
Wall street crash of 1929. 


However, th«re are still some 


bankers of the old school left. 
They closed the Federal Reserve 
banks on Saturday. Then some of

curtail banking facilities but to 
extend them.
